The RAS-() doesn't have an S-meter, plus those radios appear to have the 
crystal filter controls which were omitted on the RAS. Also the RAS coil 
storage box is taller, so that the coils fit in on end, with the label and 
handles toward the operator. The RAS coil box takes more rack height than 


the speaker panel. An RAS photo (source unknown) is attached. I suggest 
those radios in the photo are HRO-Senior, HRO-5, or HRO-M.

In the Gordon Head photos, #2 shows HRO receivers but the negative is 
reversed, as they're mirror images. 
Photo 1 also shows HRO and not RAS. 


In the Hartlen Point photos, the bottom photo has a Hammarlund Super Pro 
type receiver on the left side, and the 2 receivers in the rack look to me 
like Canadian Marconi SMR-3's, with black dials. The knob arrangement looks 
identical to that of the SMR-3, and I can make out a label on the bottom of 
the top receiver, which looks like the Canadian Marconi ID tag as used in 
the RCN (I copied the photo and played with enhancing and clarifying it a 
little with photo editing software. 


BTW I'm trying to restore a pretty grungy SMR-3 and except for a schematic 
diagram I have no other documentation for it. 
Is it available somewhere? 


As to the British Marconi receiver in both sites - it's an old British Navy 
Marconi receiver - I saw one of these on eBay with the model number which I 
can't recall. 

I think I also saw that receiver and the DF set on the HMS Collingwood site, 
which I just checked and now it doesn't display the photos.

Please accept this periodic posting as it is intended: 
A suggestion that will help everyone on the list... 


First, the logic behind the ban: While many newer list members have not 
been around for all the bandwidth issues, a former member (he decided not 
to renew, he was not "thrown off" the list) sent a HUGE >1MB jpeg of a 
favorite rig to the list. That choked the list totally trying to deliver 
1 GIGABYTE of email to list members... we had to respond, and a member 
volunteered to work with Phil and me to develop a filter that would block 
attachments. The filter was successful and worked fine, blocking files 
attached to list postings. And along came HTML "pretty print" emails. 
Newer users with newer software began sending "pretty print" postings 

to the BoatAnchors list, and the attachment filter ate them, with the 
dreaded "FORBIDDEN FORMAT" block, which drives HTML-aware email readers 
crazy because it doesn't gently remove all the MIME encoding. Hence, 

the problem. 


Many many of the members of the list read through text-based mailers on 
systems of other than WINtel origins... this is particularly true for 
those members who are "off-shore" where the technology is too expensive 
to justify. Just keep in mind that NOT everyone reads the list postings 
with the very latest windowed technology. 


I have touted a Web Site that tells how to send Plain Text for nearly xALLx* 
email software with detailed instructions for each mailer. 


This way we can reduce or even ELIMINATE the dreaded "Forbidden Message 
Format" block that trails so many emails... 


Go to http://www.expita.com/nomime. html 


Where you will find good reasons for NOT sending html "pretty print" 
and good techniques for sending only plain text. 


HTML postings are not forbidden because I am a Luddite (I probably am) 
or to make anyone's life miserable. It is a convention that has stood 
since we started this list on the "AcidQueen" in the summer of 1992. 


Plain text messages to mail lists has ample logic to justify not having 
HTML passed through, and since no one knowledgeable and skilled in fixing 
the current filter has stepped forward, but many complain about it, just 
set your mailer to use plain text, use an account for the BoatAnchors list 
that defaults to Plain Text, and stop the griping! 


PLEASE use only plain text. 


PLEASE Get help with setting your mailer to not send the 
fancy HTML and quoted printable. 


PLEASE GO TO http://www.expita.com/nomime. html 
PLEASE be considerate of the list resources and your fellow members.

Hi Sandy and list, 


I have idenfitified the receiver type being operated 
by Ed Davey. It is the very obscure and virtually 
unknown Canadian Marconi CSR4. It turns out I had the 
image of this receiver buried in my photo library, 
however making the match was not so obvious. 


In fact, I spent several years trying to find out if 
there was such a model as the CSR-4 because Cdn 
Marconi made a CSR-2, CSR-3 and CSR-5. In January 2005 
some medium res photos station photos materialized 
were sent to me. These were filed and forgotten in one 
of the hard places to find things - my computer :-) 


The CSR-4 has many similarities to the more familiar 
SMR-3, (a suggestion provided to me from the list). By 
matching images of receivers with slide rule dials I 
was eventually able to make a match. 


I would agree that receiver to the left of Ed Davey is 
a Hammarlund product. After going to the Hammarlund 
page and looking at the Super Pro 10 (made in 1935-36) 
I thought I nailed it. 


However, after looking through more variants of the 
Super Pro series I have come to the conclusion 

the receiver is not identifiable unless there is a 
better quality photo.The acute angle of the photo is 
also a hindrance to exact identification. 


If you look the Super Pro series they basically the 
same layout in the center - a big knob below a 
circular meter bracketed by course and vernier 
frequency dials to left and right.
